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ST, LUKE'S GIRLS LEAGUE was organized, chiefly to 
assist in the maintenance and new work in the church, 
under the leadership of Reverend William McClelland. 
The first meeting was held July 23rd, 1919, at which 
time a constitution was drafted and accepted and the 
following Officers were duly elected: 


Alice M, Farrell, President 
Marguerite M, Litzke, Vice President 
Florence S, Mahler, Secretary 
Elsie R. Litzke, Treasurer 


The first regular meeting was held August l4th, 1919. 
We started a fund called the "$1000." fund which was 
to be used for installation of Choir Stalls, After the 
meeting Elsie Litzke entertained us with a song fol- 
lowed by the reading of some jokes by Florence Mahler 
(now Mathers). 


1920 Same Officers elected. Usual business meetings 
at which time colors of the League were adopted, name- 
ly; "Cherry and White", We were entertained by our 
President, Alice M, Farrell, known to most of us as 
"Aunt Alice! by picnics, suppers, etc. At one of the 
meetings Elsie Litzke sang and read a poem entitled 
"Some Little Bug"; Bessie MacDonald, now Moor, read 
riddles, We donated $100, towards the Reverend S. F. 
Hotchkin Memorial window, 


1921 We had our regular meetings, suppers were held. 
We had dances, but never made mich money, in fact, 
most of the time went into debt. At one of the dances 
Elsie Litzke and Bessie MacDonald donated a box of 
candy as a prize, Elsie Litzke read a poem, Anna 
Vaders (now Curry) was a ghost and sang a ghost song. 
A farewell party and shower was given for Esther 
Blake (now Davis) who moved to Cleveland, Ohio. Ice 
cream, cake and candy was served at the March meeting 
in honor of Lily Litzke's (now Padbury) birthday. 
Helen McBride (now Jones) entertained us with a Mono- 
logue. Sept, (1921 Prayer Desks made by Edward Maene 
at a cost of $300, were dedicated. 
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Dec. 10, 1921 a shower was given for Edna Crosland 
(now Harling). 


1922 During this year we sponsored a concert, Minst- 
rel show, Progressive Game party, suppers, Hallowe'en 
Party. 

April 1922 the Communion rail made by Edward Maene at 
a cost of $200, was installed, 

We gave Anna Vaders a miscellaneous shower. 


1923 Usual activities and business meetings. "Aunt 
Alice" entertained us with a party at which time we 
gave Hannah Doberstein (now Haeberle) a shower, 
During this year Choir Stalls made by Edward Maene at 


' a cost of $1000, were installed, and paneling was 


done, costing $350. 


1924 The Rectory during this year needed repairs to 
which we donated $100, 

Inasmuch as Anna Vaders Curry had the f irst baby in 
the League she was given a baby shower, In November, 
1924 a Miscellaneous shower was given Bessie MacDonald, 
now Moor, 


1925 Reverend Paul Micou was rector at this time, The 

Pomen School building was painted and the cost was 
200, 

Mrs, Bessie MacDonald resigned as Vice President and 

Mable Crosland (now Henry) was elected in her place. 

Aunt Alice gave the girls a supper and a shower was 

given for Florence Mahler (now Mathers). Catherine $. 

Lewis was elected Secretary. 

In September we gave a double shower for Blanche 

Ashton (now deceased) and Mable Henry. 


1926 During this year Mrs, Margaret McMullin and Mrs, 
Emma Schwering were appointed as advisors, as we had 
no leadership during the following years, 


1927 The inside of the Church was painted which cost 
590.00. 
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1928-1929 The League was apparently inactive as there 
are no records for these years, (Unless someone re- 
members something that happened during this time.) 


1930 Two prayer books were 
which cost $48.75.

October 21st, 1936 which we sponsored, There were dif- 
ferent events during the entire week, A Card Party was 
given, refreshments were served and thought it might 

be interesting to know that 2 cup cakes and coffee were 
served at a cost of 10¢, 

A Shower was given for Harriet Miller (now McPhillips). 


1937 First Mother and Daughter dinner was held June

as follows, — Florence Mathers, Elizabeth Gossler, 
Dorothy Clarkson, Alice Coffin, Anne Roberts, Jane 
Heritage and Marguerite M, Litzke, but never materìal- 


ized. 


1946-1953 Unable to find any minutes for these years, 
but can recall that we helped or sponsored suppers, 
Lawn fetes and usual activities of the Church, 

In 1946 we welcomed Rev. and Mrs. John M, Weber, our 


new Rector. - 
A double shower was given for Anne Curry (now Comly) 


and Jane Heritage (now Clarkson). 


1951 The League donated #500. toward the "Rectory gZ- 
Fund", which rectory was built during that year, bre 


1955 Contributed #100, towards the oointing of the 
Church. 


1956 Contributed the sum of $250, towards the 
Christmas offering. 


1957 Contributed towards the Organ Fund $50., $105., 
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and $500, S 


1953 - 1959 Our meeting place has been in the Hall 
most of the time, sometimes in one of the member's 
home. We have small affairs among our own group, 
such as White Elephant sales, Pirate Bingo, Penny 
party, covered dish suppers, Demonstrations, Mother- 
Daughter Dinners, Christmas sales, The money from the 
larger events now goes direct to the Accounting Ward- 
en, At the Parish Suppers the girls usually take over 
the Dining room. A new type supper was held called the 


"Smorgosbord", which was quite a success, 

It is my sincere wish and earnest desire that 
St, Luke's Girls League will carry on for many 
years to come,
